the stage, which almost instatancously 
burst into one sheet of ihxino,

handed wore useless, npd tho two actors 
leaped from tho rear window, adjoining 
on tho Fifth Avenue Hotel, barely cs 
onping with their lives.

The 
fire is bel ioved to have originated from
